Pleuro-Pueamonia. 


The New York Herald publishes an 


important report, sent to the United 
States Senate from the Department of 
Agriculture, on the existence of contag- 
ious pleuro-pnenmonia among horned 
cattle in this country. The report is by 
an expert, who recites observations of 
eases in Connecticut, Now York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
At various points in these States Mr. 
Charles P. Lyman, veterinary surgeon, 
fuuud a disease which he does not 
duubt is the destructive and contagions 
Qinlady above named. It is not, un- 
fortunately, to be assumed, because only 
the above named States are indicated, 
thut the disease does not exist elsewhere, 
as it appears by the report itself the in- 
quiry is to be extended, and indeed 
tuat it was to be found wherever it was 
looked for. But is to be noted that it 
bears a definite relation in all the cases, 
specified to the proximity of great cities, 
uud apparently to those fearlul abomi- 
natioub—the distillery stables.

The Felton 
bill compels any passenger vessel to sell 
tickets regaidlets of the permit system, 
and under adequate penalties. Eastern 
admirers of tho Chinese slave system 
•will observe that this law is perfectly 
constitutional and its pro\isions are 
beginning to be taken advantage of by 
the Chinese.
